KOREA-INDONESIA 
JOINT STATEMENT 


At the invitation of Sukarno, President 
of the Republic of Indonesia, Kim I] Sung, 
Premier of the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea, paid a state visit to ‘the 
Republic of Indonesia from April 10 to 
April 15, 1965. This visit was made in re- 
turn for the state visit of President 
Sukarno to the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea in November, 1964. 


During the visit Premier Kim Il Sung 
was accompanied by Kim Kwang Hyup, 
Vice-Premier; Pak Sung Chul, Foreign Mi- 
nister, and his wife; Rim Ke Chul, Chair- 
man of the State Light Industry Com- 
mission; Chai Hi Jung, Councillor of the 
Cabinet; Huh Dam, Vice-Minister of For- 
eign Affairs; Pak Wang Sup, Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea to 
the Republic of Indonesia; and others. 


During their stay in Indonesia Premier 
Kim Il Sung and his party, in company 
with President Sukarno and other high- 
ranking officials of Indonesia, toured Dja- 
karta, Bandung and Bogor. Wherever they 
went, the distinguished guests were accor- 
ded a warm, cordial welcome by the Go- 
vernment and people of Indonesia, which 
vividly demonstrated the close friendship 
between the two countries. 


In Djakarta, the capital, |§ Premier 
Kim I] Sung and President Sukarno ar- 
ranged state banquets respectively in ho- 
nour of their comrades-in-arms. There the 
two leaders made speeches expressing iden- 
tical views on a number of state and in- 
ternational questions. 


In Bandung the two leaders attended 
the opening ceremony of the Plenary 
Session of the Provisional People’s Con- 
sultative Assembly, the supreme state or- 
gan of Indonesia. 

In his policy speech made at the meet- 
ing President Sukarno reviewed the pre- 
sent stage of the struggle of the Asian, 
African, and Latin American peoples aga- 
inst imperialism, colonialism and _ neo- 
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colonialism, and laid stress on the impor- 
tance of self-reliance in building an in- 
dependent national economy. 

In Bogor the two leaders made speeches 
at a meeting of 5,000 high school students 
of Bogor held in welcome of the Premier 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea. 

In Djakarta Indonesia University con- 
ferred upon Premier Kim I] Sung the title 
of honorary doctor of engineering in recog- 
nition of his valuable service to technique 
and science and his great exploits in the 
reconstruction of his country. 

During his visit to Indonesia Premier 
Kim Il Sung had a series of talks with 
President Sukarno on the current interna- 
tional situation. Present at the talks held 
in Bogor were Premier Kim I] Sung; and 
Kim Kwang Hyup, Vice-Premier; Pak 
Sung Chul, Foreign Minister; Rim Ke Chul, 
Chairman of the State Light Industry 
Commission; Chai Hi Jung, Councillor of 
the Cabinet; Huh Dam, Vice-Minister of 
Foreign Affairs; Kim Woo Jong, Councillor 
of the Foreign Ministry; and Pak Wang 
Sup, Ambassador Extraordinary and Plen- 
ipotentiary of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea to the Republic of In- 
donesia; 

And President Sukarno; and Dr. Johanes 
Leimena, Second Vice-Premier and Acting 
Minister of Foreign Affairs; Azis Saleh, 
Minister for People’s Industry; Professor 
Sujono Hadinoto, Minister and Vice-Chair- 
man of the Supreme Consultative Council; 
Suwito Kusumowidagdo, First Vice-Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs; Suffri Jusuf, Charge 
d’Affaires of the Indonesian Embassy in 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea; and Sudio Gandarum, Vice-Director 
of the Southeast Asian and Pacific Affairs 
Bureau of the Foreign Ministry. The two 
leaders had a broad exchange of views on 
the current international situation and re- 
ached the following conclusion: 

The daily expanding struggle of the 
world people against all forms and mani- 


festations of exploitation of one nation by 
another nation has reached the stage in 
which the forces of imperialism, colonialism 
and neo-colonialism are put on the defen- 
sive, while the growing unity of new 
emerging forces of the world is cemented 
as never before on the road toward a new 
world. 

The two leaders share the view that all 
the international questions confronting 
mankind today have arisen, in the final 
analysis, owing to the persistent design of 
the imperialists to maintain their old sys- 
tem of domination. 

Therefore, the two leaders consider that 
genuine peace among nations cannot be 
established unless imperialism is wiped off 
the surface of the globe. 

Analysing various disputes among many 
countries of the world, the Asian, African 
and Latin American countries in _parti- 
cular, the two leaders confirmed that the 
world imperialist powers are co-operating 
with each other on the common front to 
oppose the world new emerging forces 
striving for establishing a new social order 
among nations, in which national freedom, 
social justice and prosperity and a lasting 
peace will prevail, and to defend the exist- 
ing old order. 

In this connection Premier Kim I] Sung 
and President Sukarno expressed the com- 
mon belief that the new emerging forces 
of the world can _ liquidate 
only by uniting and fighting in a single, 
united front on the basis of solidarity and 
determination to put an end to the era of 
imperialism at an early date. 

They considered that in achieving this 
goal the Afro-Asian Conference to be held 
in June this year in Algiers will become a 
cornerstone for an anti-imperialist united 
front of all the new emerging forces and 
a very important step in consolidating and 
developing solidarity among the Afro-Asian 
countries. 

In this connection, Premier Kim [Il Sung 
fully and positively supported President 
Sukarno’s proposition to convene’ the 
CONEFO, that is, the conference of all the 
new emerging forces of the world, in the 
near future. The government heads of the 
two countries discussed various concrete 
problems confronting the African and Asi- 
an countries today, the southeast and 
northeast Asian countries in particular. 


imperialism. 


The two leaders once again strongly con- 
demned the United States for intensifying 
the aggressive war in South Vietnam and 
continuing barbarous bombing and bom- 
bardment of the Vietnam Democratic Re- 
public to expand the war in disregard of 
world public opinion which is resolutely 
denouncing the U.S. manoeuvrings for ag- 
gression. 

They stressed that no foreign power can 
solve the Vietnamese question, whatever 
military means it may resort to; it can be 
solved only by the Vietnamese people 
themselves in a Vietnamese way. 

They expressed the agreed view that the 
only way of solving the Vietnamese ques- 
tion lies in the discontinuation of the U.S. 
aggression on Vietnam and the _ uncondi- 
tional withdrawal of U.S. troops and bases 
from South Vietnam. 

The two leaders hold that the U.S. go- 
vernment should strictly observe the 1954 
Geneva Agreements. 

Proceeding from the same spirit, Presi- 
dent Sukarno expressed once again all-out 
support to and militant solidarity with the 
Government and people of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea in the struggle 


for the early peaceful unification of the 
country. 
President Sukarno held that the U.S. 


army and all other foreign troops must be 
withdrawn from South Korea so that the 
unification can be achieved by the Korean 
people themselves free from outside inter- 
ference. 

The two leaders once again noted that 
the foreign bases and foreign troops in 
Asia and Africa, whatever regions they 
may be, are constant sources of subver- 
sion, interference and armed conflict threa- 
tening peace and security in those regions. 

They demanded the early removal and 
withdrawal of foreign bases and foreign 
troops for peace and co-operation among 
nations. 

Premier Kim I] Sung reiterated uncon- 
ditional support to the confrcntation policy 
of the Government and people of Indonesia 
against the neo-colonialist “Malaysia” pro- 
ject of Britain. 

In connection with the confrontation 
against ‘““Malaysia’’ Korea and Indonesia ai- 
firm their support to the struggle of the 
North Kalimantan people for restoring na- 
tional independence. 


Having examined the status of the pre- 
sent United Nations in the world and an- 
alysed the experience of the two countries 
during the past nineteen years’ existence 
of this world organisation, the two leaders 
reached the conclusion that the present 
United Nations is not a proper instrument 
for building the world anew but has pro- 
ved that it is a pliable tool of the imperi- 
alists in preserving the moral and material 
interests of their outdated, existing system. 


Therefore, the Government and people 
of the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea warmly praised and firmly suppor- 
ted the bold and courageous decision of 
President Sukarno on Indonesia’s’ with- 
drawal from the present United Nations. 
This step of withdrawal has encouraged 
the revolutionary struggle of the world 
people opposing all forms and manifesta- 
tions of domination of one nation by another 
nation. 


The two government heads examined the 
development of mutual relations between 
the Democratic People’s Republic_of Korea 
and the Republic of Indonesia and noted 
with satisfaction the ever steady develop- 
ment of these relations in various domains 
of activity. 

Since the establishment of diplomatic 
relations between the two countries, the 
friendship between the two peoples has 
developed into relations of powerful, mili- 
tant solidarity and comradeship-in-arms in 
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the common struggle against imperialism, 
colonialism and neo-colonialism. 


This solidarity will become a solid foun- 
dation for developing concrete co-operation 
in helping each other’s: efforts to build a 
powerful, independent national economy 
for their respective peoples. 


The two government heads reached an 
agreement on holding talks in the future 
at business- and specialist-level for explor- 
ing ways and means of concrete co-opera- 
tion in the domains of trade, economy, 
technique, and culture. 

They agreed to exchange delegations in 
the near future for this purpose. 

The two sides consider that it has helped 
towards giving further play to the Ban- 
dung spirit, to consolidating and develop- 
ing all the more the relations of friendship 
and co-operation between the two coun- 
tries, and to strengthening the struggle of 
the Asian and African peoples against im- 
perialism that Premier Kim Il] Sung visited 
Indonesia on the threshold of the celebra- 
tions of the tenth anniversary of the Ban- 
dung Conference, had friendly meetings 
with the Indonesian people, and the lea- 
ders of the two countries had a series of 
talks and reached unanimity of views. 

Lastly Premier Kim I] Sung and his par- 
ty expressed high appreciation and deep 
thanks for the welcome, hospitality and 
warm feeling of friendship extended to 
them during their visit to Indonesia.

PRESIDENT SUKARNO’S SPEECH 
AT AIRPORT 


Your Excellency respected Marshal 
Kim I] Sung, 

Ladies and gentlemen, 

We are very happy over and thankful 
for the visit of Your Excellency Marshal 
Kim Il Sung to our country. 

For strengthening friendship between 
the peoples .of Korea and Indonesia, I in- 
vited Your Excellency Marshal Kim Il Sung 
to pay a visit to Indonesia already long 
ago.

PRESIDENT SUKARNO’S SPEECH 


Your Excellency Premier Kim Il Sung, 

Ladies and gentlemen, 

I believe there is no need of mention- 
ing again our people’s joy over and thanks 
for the visit of Your Excellency Premier 
Kim Il Sung to our country. It is beyond 
doubt that such mutual visits, particularly 
mutual visits with Korean leaders, will 
further solidify the relations of fraternal 
friendship between the two countries. Such 
mutual visits are greatly helpful also for 
learning and assisting. 

In my view, such relations between com- 
rades are very desirable. Touring foreign 
countries, I am irritated sometimes. This 
is not against the people of these countries 
but against the leaders of our country. 
During my visit to Korea [ saw many 
things and was moved by them. 

The population of Korea is small com- 
pared with our country. But she is re- 
solutely fighting against imperialism and 
developing into a rich, powerful country. 


In Korea I could see for myself world- 
startling achievements in_ construction. 
Korea has far less population than our 
country, her climatic condition is unfa- 
vourable and her land is not fertile, but 
her people are doing farm work well, fully 
meeting the demand for food. Per capita 
grain output there, if my memory serves 
me, stands above four hundred kilograms. 

On the other hand, Indonesia is import- 
ing rice though she has several times larger 
population, more fertile land and far bet- 
ter climatic conditions than Korea. 

Korea produces sufficient textiles as 
well. The Korean people meet their de- 
mand for fabrics by making them out of 
tree and stone. Such tree and stone are 
found in abundance also in Indonesia. Then 
why should we import fabrics? 


I saw all these in Korea and heard from 
Korean leaders, which deeply moved me, 
indeed. Mutual visits enable us to learn all 
such fine things. 


While in Korea I was well acquainted 
with the study and life of the Korean 
Young Pioneers. 


Back home from the visit to Korea, I met 
the Korean ambassador and told him my 
wish to send a delegation of “Muramuka’’ 
(Young Pioneers’ Corps) to Korea so that 
they could learn from Korean children. 


Our ideal is to build socialism. Socialism 
is built for improving people’s livelihood. 
What is important in socialist construction 
is to educate the people so that they may 
correct their mistakes by themselves. We 
should not be ashamed but learn’ humbly. 
I put stress on learning the experiences of 
fighting countries, hard-working countries, 
building countries, not being contented 
with our work. 


The Korean and Indonesian peoples are 
friends and comrades-in-arms not only in 
the anti-imperialist struggle but in the 
building of an equitable and _ prospering 
new society. 


The visit of Premier Kim I] Sung to our 
country and mine to Korea are greatly help- 
ful. But it is very regrettable that His 
Excellency Premier Kim Il Sung cannot 
stay 1n our country for long. I ask His Ex- 
cellency Premier Kim I] Sung to stay in 
our country a little longer. 


I propose here a toast to the health of 
Premier Kim Il Sung, to the wellbeing of 
the Korean people, to an early peaceful 
unification of Korea, and to the eternal 
friendship between the Korean and Indo- 
nesian peoples.

The peoples of our two countries went 
through misfortunes and sufferings under 
the colonial rule of imperialism and waged 
a long arduous struggle for liberation. We 
have understood each other’s situation and 
sympathized with each other, and we have 
always encouraged and supported each 
‘other. 


Today also the peoples of our two coun- 
tries are fighting shoulder to shoulder on 
the common front against imperialism and 
colonialism. 

Our friendship is a friendship between 
the peoples who were oppressed and mal- 
treated, and a friendship between comrades- 
in-arms who are fighting against their 
common enemy. Our friendship is based on 
the principles of mutual respect for terri- 
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torial integrity and sovereignty, of com- 
plete equality and mutual co-operation; it 
is in full accord with the common interests 
of the peoples of our two countries and the 
interests of all the progressive people. 

Such a friendship has an_ invincible 
vitality. 

Today the militant solidarity of the peo- 
ples of our two countries has been streng- 
thened as never before and the relations of 
friendship and co-operation between the 
two countries are rapidly expanding and 
developing in all fields, political, economic, 
and cultural. All this pleases us and you 
and gladdens all our friends. The Korean 
people highly treasure the friendship and 
solidarity with the Indonesian people and 
will make efforts to strengthen them fur- 
ther in future. 


The Government and people of the Re- 
public of Indonesia are actively support- 
ing the struggle of our people for the 


peaceful unification of our country. For 
this I express warm gratitude on behalf of 
the Government of the Democratic People’s 


Republic of Korea and the Korean people. 
Dear friends, 
The Indonesian people are a heroic people 


who have traversed the glorious path of 
struggle. 


For centuries the world imperialists, 
coveting the rich land of Indonesia, in- 
vaded this country and plundered her in- 
exhaustible wealth. The valiant and sturdy 
people of Indonesia waged a long sanguin- 
ary struggle against not one but many im- 
perialist countries and finally repulsed the 
aggressors to win a brilliant victory. 


The Indonesian people have liberated 


from imperialist domination the whole 
territory of Indonesia, from Sabang in Su- 
matra up to Meraukwa in West Irian, and 
founded the powerful Republic of Indo- 
nesia. This is not only a victory of the In- 
donesian people, but also a common vic- 
tory of the entire Asian people. 


Holding aloft as ever the banner of anti- 
imperialism and anti-colonialism, the In- 
donesian people are vigorously fighting to- 
day to consolidate the country’s indepen- 
dence and build a new, prosperous, and 
great Indonesia. 


In accordance with the “Political Decla- 
ration” set forth by President Sukarno, the 
Indonesian people are carrying out pro- 
gressive social reforms and waging a 
struggle to develop the national economy 
and culture on the principle of independen- 
ce and self-sustenance. The national unity 
of the Indonesian people with the “Nasa- 
kom” as its core has been further con- 
solidated and their patriotic enthusiasm 
continues to rise. 


The Government and people of the Re- 
public of Indonesia have consistently op- 
posed the aggressive policy of imperialism, 
actively supported the national liberation 
movement, and resolutely fought for safe- 
guarding peace in Southeast Asia and the 
world. 


Indonesia is a sponsor country of the 
Bandung Conference. On the basis of the 
Bandung spirit, President Sukarno and the 
Government of the Republic of Indonesia 
are making an outstanding contribution to 
strengthening the solidarity of the peoples 
of Asia, Africa, and Latin America. We be- 
lieve that the celebrations of the tenth an- 
niversary of the Bandung Conference, 
which have been organized by the Govern- 
ment of the Republic of Indonesia, will 


make a new contribution to embodying and 


further developing the Bandung spirit. 
The imperialists are running amuck in 


their machinations to check the prosperity 
and development of the Republic of Indo- 
nesia and to eliminate the inspiring in- 
fluence of the courageous anti-imperialist 
struggle of the Indonesian people on the 
oppressed peoples of the world. They have 
set up “Malaysia” to oppose Indonesia and 
are reinforcing all their aggressive military 
blocs. They have recently thrown a chal- 
lenge to Indonesia, utilizing even the Uni- 
ted Nations. However, the imperialists have 
greatly miscalculated. The Republic of In- 
donesia does not rely on the United Na- 
tions, nor on any other outside forces, but 
on the 105 million people of Indonesia and 
her own inexhaustible resources. The Re- 
public of Indonesia and the Indonesian 


people who are standing firmly on the land 
of Indonesia with their own force are in- 


vincible. 


The Indonesian people have risen up as 
one in the struggle to smash “Malaysia”, 
a tool of neo-colonialism. With the resolute 
counterattack of the Indonesian people who 
declared their withdrawal from the United 
Nations, the imperialists who tried to in- 
timidate and insult Indonesia, using the 
U.N. signboard, have been put to shame 
and defeated. 


The Korean people fully support the 
withdrawal of the Republic of Indonesia 
from the United Nations and express mili- 
tant solidarity with the struggle of the In- 
donesian people against “Malaysia’’. 

Today the liberation struggle of the peo- 
ples of Asia, Africa, and Latin America 
continues to upsurge, and the imperialists 
are being pushed deeper into predicament. 


The imperialists are perpetrating all 
sorts. of machinations to save their crumbl- 
ing colonial system, and especially in 
Southeast Asia they are eommitting the 
most outrageous aggressive acts. The cri- 
minal acts of the U.S. imperialists designed 
to intensify their aggressive war against 
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the South Vietnamese people and to escala- 
te war in Indo-China show clearly the fren- 
zied nature of. dying imperialism. 

All the progressive people of the world 
vehemently condemn these aggressive acts 
of the U.S. imperialists and support and 
encourage the just struggle of the Viet- 
namese people. 


With no machinations can the imperial- 
ists block the road to victory of the Asian, 
African, and Latin American peoples who 
have risen up for national liberation and 
progress.

Allow me, first of all, to extend my 
heartfelt gratitude to Dr. Sumantri Brod- 
jonegoro and the faculty and students of 
your university. 

A few days ago, His Excellency President 
Sukarno bestowed upon me the _ highest 
honour of the Republic of Indonesia and 
various decorations upon those who came 
with me. 

Today you have conferred the honorary 
degree of doctor of Indonesia upon me. 

Considering the honour bestowed upon 
me is an expression of friendship of the 
Indonesian people towards the Korean 
people, I wish to thank you from the bot- 
tom of my heart. 

Moreover, I feel this is to assign me to 
a duty to redouble efforts for strengthen- 
ing friendship with the Indonesian people 
and solidarity with the peace-loving peo- 
ple of the world. 


Today the Republic of Indonesia, a 
great, new emerging state, is getting power- 
ful and progressing rapidly. 

President Sukarno set forth before the 
Indonesian people a new line in his open- 
ing speech at the recent People’s Consul- 
tative Assembly meeting—the line of 
building an independent national economy 
and. developing a national culture in the 
spirit of self-reliance. 


he recent call of President Sukarno 
upon the people of Indonesia to strive for 
completing the revolution of Indonesia on 
their own and building a prospering, new 
Indonesia with their own strength is en- 
tirely correct and is of great significance 
for the further advancement of Indonesia. 
The principle of ‘self-reliance is one of 
the basic principles that must be held fast 


both in the revolutionary struggle and con- 
struction. 

As history shows us, the oppressed peo- 
ple can achieve genuine freedom and inde- 
pendence only through struggle. And the 
people of a liberated country can consoli- 
date the country’s political independence 
and gain national prosperity only when they 
build an independent national economy in 
the spirit of self-reliance. 

Even those countries which had been 
backward due to the rule of imperialism 
can grow steadily into modern, prospering, 
independent states within a short space of 
time, if they have confidence in their 
strength, display fully the creativeness and 
talent of the masses, and mobilize all the 
natural resources within their territories 
to the utmost. 


The imperialists allege that the liberated 
Asian and African countries cannot stand 
on their own feet and that they cannot 
develop economy and culture without rely- 
ing upon the imperialists’ “aid.” However, 
the imperialists can by no means hoodwink 
the people with such propaganda. 


The validity of the principle of self- 
reliance has been proved through practice, 
and an increasing number of peoples have 
embarked upon the road of building a new 
society under this principle. 


The Republic of Indonesia is a great 
country with 105 million patriotic people 
and inexhaustible natural resources. The 
Indonesian people have built an indepen- 
dent state on their own, and today they 
hold high the banner of self-reliance. 

We are convinced that the Indonesian 
people will, in response to the call of Pre- 
sident Sukarno, wage a stauncher struggle 
and score fresh success in liquidating the 
aftermath of colonial rule and in building 
a self-supporting national economy and a 
brilliant national culture. 

The University of Indonesia has the ho- 
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norable mission of: developing rapidly sci- 
ence and technology for prosperity and 
growth of the Republic of Indonesia and 
of training able national cadres. 

It is an important problem for the peo- 
ples of the countries, who had been sub- 
jected to imperialism and colonialism, to 
equip themselves with modern science and 
technology, and train a large army of their 
cadres in building a new society. 

President Sukarno correctly pointed out 
when he said that a nation should be poli- 
tically independent, and economically self- 
supporting, and, at the same time, national 
identity should be established in ideology 
and culture. 

Only by establishing national identity in 
scientific research projects, can a people 
create continuously new things, while ad- 
vancing further the fine national heritage, 
and adopt achievements of other countries 
in science and technology suitable to the 
concrete situation of one’s own country. 

The establishment of national identity in 
the field of science is a road of accelerat- 
ing forcefully the development of science 
and technology by giving full play to the 
creativeness and talents of scientists, it is 
a road which will enable the country to 
successfully build a self-supporting na- 
tional economy with its own techniques 
and resources. 


Even in training cadres we should not 
lose sight of national identity, because only 
then we can bring up fine national cadres 
who will serve the country’s revolution 
and construction. 


Indeed, national cadres trained in one’s 
country — who are so close to the peo- 
ple — are the most priceless assets and a 
firm guarantee for independent progress 
of the newly independent countries. 


Today in the Republic of Indonesia much 
effort has been exerted for the growth of 
sciences and culture and the training of 
national cadres. And great successes have 
already been made in this field. 

The scientists of Indonesia are studying 
assiduously nature and _ society of their 
country and exerting all their efforts for 
developing sciences and technology in con- 
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formity with the prevailing situations in 
Indonesia. 

In Indonesia, the ranks of national cad- 
res brought up by herself are rapidly 
swelling, and the trained personnel are 
faithfully serving the revolutionary strugg- 
le and construction work of the Indonesian 
people. 

We warmly hail the successes made by 
the University of Indonesia and all other 
scientific and educational institutions of 
Indonesia. And most earnestly I wish you 
greater success in the future.

SPEECH BY Dr. SUMANTRI 
BRODJONEGORO, RECTOR OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF INDONESIA 


Your Excellency the President of the 
Republic of Indonesia, 

Your Excellency the Prime Minister of 
the Democratic People’s Republic of Korea, 

Your Excellencies the Vice-Premiers and 
Members of the Cabinet, 

Your Excellencies Ambassadors, 

Honourable state guests, 

Honourable Chairman and Members of 
the Board of Trustees of the University of 
Indonesia, 

Honourable Rectors of other universi- 
ties, 

Deans, Professors, staff members, 

Students, and honourable audience, 

Honourable Candidate, 

It is a great honour to me to be the 
sponsor on the occasion of this ceremony 
conferring the Honorary Degree of Doctor 
in technology on His Excellency Marshal 
Kim Il Sung, today, April 15, 1965. 


Today's conferring of the Honorary Doc- 
tor Degree is the eighth in the fifteen 
years’ history of this University. 

Indeed, ‘the conferring of Honorary 
Degrees is not a daily business, far from 
it,” as is mentioned in the Law on Higher 
Education of the Republic of Indonesia 
(No. 22, 1961, Article 3, Sub-paragraph 3), 
“,..is given to people, who have given 
extraordinary service toward science and 
mankind.” 

This article reflects clearly the opinion 
of the Indonesian on science and its inter- 
relation with humanity, which is so clearly 
formulated by our President: “amal ilmiah 
and ilmu amaliah.” 

Based on those requirements, Honorary 
Degrees are only given to those who are 
of high merit, who have had experience in 
the school of life, who have shown their 
capabilities, leadership and services to 
mankind. He must not only know the in- 
ter-relation between science and humanity, 
but he must also prove this by deeds, he 


must be able to combine theory with prac- 
tice. 

The old philosophy “science for the sake 
of science” is outdated and it must be re- 
placed by the new philosophy: “science for 
the benefit of mankind.” 


This is especially true in the case of 
technology; being an applied _ science, 
technology, when it is not used in the 


community, has no meaning. Isn’t it true 
that technology is a means for the human 
being to make his life more comfortable 
and to conquer and regulate nature, con- 
verting it to be his friend, instead of his 
enemy, as our President has stated it so 
clearly several times? 


The honourable Candidate has _ stressed 
many times in his speeches the important 
and vital position of technology in the con- 
struction of socialist industry: “For the 
realization of socialist industrialization, 
two important tasks must be fulfilled, a 
cultural revolution and a technical rev- 
olution. Without advanced technique, so- 
cialist industrialization is impossible. In 
order to enable the people to lead a good 
life, their work should be made simple and 
easy, while a greater amount of goods are 
produced. This is possible only when there 
is advanced technique. The technical rev- 
olution is needed everywhere, everyone 
must take part in the technical revolution. 
This is demanded by all branches of the 
national economy.”’ 


The honourable Candidate has also cle- 
arly pointed out the obstacles to the techni- 
cal revolution: passivism and conservatism, 
clinging to mystery and ideological sur- 
vivals of imperialism in the minds. 

Both lead towards inferiority complex, 
worshipping everything that comes from 
abroad, worshipping foreign science and 
technology, while one’s. own achievements 
are neglected, giving rise to indolence. 
These obstacles must be smashed away, as 
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also our President has stressed: 
Smash away the economic superstition! 


The honourable Candidate, in the frame- 
work of the development of technology, has 
correctly stated that technological develop- 
ment is not the monopoly of scientific wor- 
kers or college graduates only, but also of 
the workers and peasants, for everything 
on the earth is made by the workers and 
peasants. On the other hand his broad- 
mindedness also says: “This does not mean 
that the Academy of Sciences and scienti- 
fic workers are unnecessary. Nor does it 
mean that we may ignore science. Research 
work in the Academy of Sciences should 
be pushed forward, scientists and techni- 
cians should help the workers and peasants, 
and the workers and the peasants, on their 
part, should tirelessly learn advanced sci- 
ence and technical know-how from them. 
The workers, peasants, technicians and sci- 
entists must co-operate with one another 
and pool their efforts to invent more won- 
derful things. 


“If scientists and technicians stifle the 
initiatives of the workers and do not help 
them but hinder their positive endeavours, 
that is wrong. If, on the contrary, the wor- 
kers do not want to learn from technicians 
and scientists or co-operate with them, that 
is also wrong. It is. a tendency to ignore 
science.”’ 


In the years of colonial Japanese rule, 
Korea was no more than a supplier of raw 
materials for Japan and a market for Ja- 
panese products, a situation so characteris- 
tic of a colonial economy. As a_ conse- 
quence, at the time of liberation, the Ko- 
rean people inherited a backward colonial 
economy. Then came the Korean War, that 
destroyed the whole country: What was 
left after the war was a big ruin! 


For the rehabilitation and reconstruction 
of the economy, the Honourable Candidate 
conceived what we call “independent na- 
tional economy,” which means to develop 
economy in a. diversified way, equip it 
with modern technique, and to create one’s 
own firm raw material base. 


To carry out the rehabilitation and re- 
construction of the economy the Three- 
Year Plan was launched, followed by the 
Five-Year Plan, and right now the Korean 
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people are carrying out the Seven-Year 
Plan. 

The fulfilment of the first two plans has 
transformed ‘the Korean industry, aS was 
stated by the Honourable Candidate: “The 
onesidedness of our industry which had 
concentrated solely on the production of 
raw materials and semi-manufactures and 
had depended almost entirely on _  for- 
eign countries for machines and equipment 
has been eliminated. Our industry does not 
rely on foreign raw materials, but relies in 
the main on the domestic natural resources 
and sources of raw materials. This means 
that our industry is a solid, self-reliant in- 
dustry.”’ 

Indeed, the rehabilitation and _ recon- 
struction in the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea, especially in the field of 
technology and industry is a fascinating 
phenomenon, a miracle. Here again the 
Honourable Candidate has shown the cor- 
rectness of his strategy, based on one’s 
own natural resources, on one’s own ma- 
terials, with the use of modern technology 
and always stimulating research and devel- 
opment of technology, or to use his words 
“technical revolution”. And it has made 
the Korean people achieve such _ ,ra- 
pid developments in industry. 

Rapid developments were achieved not 
only in heavy industry, mining, electrifi- 
cation, but also in the field of chemical 
industry, especially in synthetic industry 
like synthetic fibres, resins, etc. This type 
of industry is usually found only in the 
so-called advanced countries, as if it were 
their monopoly. Korea has broken this mo- 
nopoly, by successfully establishing the 
vinalon industry, vinyl-chloride, several 
types of chemical fertilizers, all based on 
their own raw material resources. 

The same rapid developments were scor- 
ed also in the fields of textiles, machine 
manufacturing, agriculture by adopting 
modern techniques, like irrigation, fertili- 
zation and mechanization. 

Honourable Candidate, it is clear to 
everybody that all these achievements are 
the results. of a collective and concerted ef- 
fort. But it is all the more clear also to eve- 
rybody that it cannot be separated from 
your leadership, sharp analysis, good jud- 
gement, your correct understanding and 
appreciation of technology as a powerful 
means to raise the human dignity and your

The honourable Candidate is now in our 
midst to attend the celebrations of the tenth 
anniversary of the First Afro-Asian Confe- 
rence, the Bandung Conference, which has 
given birth to the ‘‘Bandung Spirit” and the 
“Ten Principles’, which have proved to be 
the beacon for the peoples of Africa and 
Asia in their revolutionary struggle. to ter- 
minate the colonial rule imposed upon them. 

The honourable Candidate was also pre- 
sent at the special session of the Provision- 
al People’s Consultative Assembly held in 
Bandung four days ago, at which our Pre- 
sident has given his command to all of us 
to “take another direction’ to base our 
reconstruction on the principles of self- 
reliance to eliminate our feelings of de- 
pendence on foreign aid. 

I finish my speech with the hope that 
the Candidate’s visit to Indonesia and this 
ceremony at the University of Indonesia 
today will strengthen the friendly relations, 
and strengthen the scientific and techno- 
logical relations between our two coun- 
tries.

PREMIER KIM IL SUNG 
ANSWERS QUESTIONS PUT 
BY A CORRESPONDENT OF THE 
JAPANESE Kyodo News Agency 


During Premier Kim Il Sung’s stay in Indonesia, Kiyoshi Iwamoto, managing 
director of the Japanese Kyodo News Agency, through its special correspondent 
in Djakarta, presented to Premier Kim Il Sung a series of questions on interna- 
tional situation and relations between Korea and Japan. 

Follows the full text of the answérs given by Premier Kim I] Sung on April 19: 


QUESTION: It appears that the war in Vietnam 
is pregnant with the danger of becoming a second 
Korean war and of developing into a third world 
war. What in your opinion is most necessary for the 
solution of the Vietnamese war at this moment? 
And how can it be put into effect? 

ANSWER: I share your concern over the Viet- 
ramese situation. 

The present grave situation in Vietnam has been 
created entirely by the acts of aggression and war 
of the U.S. imperialists. 

The United States has for years been conduct- 
ing a criminal war. of aggression in South Vietnam. 
Having met with repeated setbacks and been driven 
into a tight corner by the heroic resistance of the 
South Vietnamese people, the United Sates, in an 
attempt to find a way out, is attacking the Vietnam 
Democratic Republic and escalating the war step by 
step, while intensifying the war of aggression in 
South Vietnam. I consider, therefore, that the way 
of settling the Vietnamese war lies, first of all, in 
lialting and frustrating the brigandish acts of ag- 
gression of the United States. 


The Central Committee of the South Vietnam 
National-Liberation Front and the Government of the 
Vietnam Democratic Republic have already put for- 
ward time and again just and reasonable measures 
for solving the Vietnamese question. We endorse 
them in their entirety. 

The United States must stop immediately its 
aggressive war in South Vietnam and the barbarous 
bombing and bombardment of the Vietnam Demo- 
cratic Republic, pull out of South Vietnam without 
delay, taking all its military personnel and weapons, 
and observe strictly the 1954 Geneva Agreements. 


The South Vietnamese question must be solved by 
the South Vietnamese people themselves and the 
cuestion of Vietnam’s reunification must be settled 
by the people in the two zones of north and south 
Vietnam free from foreign interference. 

The world peace-loving nations and people must 
unite more closely, resolutely condetnn the machina- 
tions of aggression and war of U.S. imperialism, 
launch a powerful mass movement for frustrating 
them, and support and encourage the fighting Viet- 
mamese people in every way. 

The Vietnamese people supported by the people 
of the whole world for their righteous, heroic battle 
will certainly emerge victorious, while the U.S. imp- 
erialists who are hated and condemned by the peo- 
ple of the whole world for their criminal, aggressive 
acts, will surely meet with ultimate defeat. 

QUESTION: What do you think is most important 
and necessary at the present moment for the unity 
of the socialist countries?. 


ANSWER: The socialist countries are rallied in 
one and the same fighting ranks for the common 
goal against the common. enemy on the principles of 
Marxism-Leninism and proletarian internationalism. 

There are differences between some socialist coun- 
tries today, but they are something like a temporary 
family trouble. 


The peoples of the socialist countries will fight 
{ogether against imperialism and colonialism and 
for the victory of peace, national independenice, soci- 
alism. and communism, and through this struggle 
they will further strengthen their unity. 

QUESTION: The dispatch of troops to Vietnam 
by South Korea (ROK) is focussing deep concern in 
Japan, too. What do you think of this question? 
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ANSWER: As is gerierally' known, the dispatch 
cf South Korean troops to South Vietnam was 
directly ordered by U.S. President Johnson to expand 
the war. 


The United States has long been trying fo attain 
its aggressive ends by, what they call, “internationa- 
lizing” the aggressive war in South Vietnam and 
making Asians fight Asians. 


That the United States dragged South Korean 
troops first of all into the aggressive war in South 
vietnam shows all the more clearly that the Pak 
Jung Hi regime of South Korea is the No. | puppet 
of U.S. imperialism. 


The U.S. introduction of South Korean troops 
into South Vietnam in defiance of world public 
denunciation also shows that it has come to such a 
pass where it cannot carry on the aggressive war 
with the South Vietnam puppet army alone. But 
the just struggle of a people for freedom and liber- 
ation cannot be put down with mercenaries hired 
with the dollar. 


The South Korean youths will not put up for long 
with their lot of being used as cannon-fodder oi 
U.S. imperialism in the aggressive war against the 
South Vietnamese people. 


The United States is bound to swallow a bitter 
pill that will come from the introduction of South 
Korean troops into South Vietnam. 


QUESTION: An agreement was reached in princi- 
ple on the pending questions at the “Japan-ROK 
talks.” What do you think of this from the viewpoint 
of the future of your country and Japan and of the 
unification of North and South Korea? 


ANSWER: The stand of our government on the 
“South Korea-Japan talks” has already been made 
clear through repeated statements. 


The “South Korea-Japan talks” were brought about 
by the United States from the outset for the purpose 
of using the militarist forces of Japan as a shock- 
brigade in aggression in Asia by framing up the 
“Northeast Asia military alliance.’ And the Japanese 
government is scheming to make inroads into South 
Korea and cherishing the delusion of realizing its old 
dream of. dominating Asia in exchange for its active 
participation in the aggressive designs of the United 
States. 


The Pak Jung Hi regime is actively pushing ahead 
with the ‘South Korea-Japan talks” to bolster the 
crumbling foundation of its puppet rule and perpetuate 
the partition of our country even by selling off South 
Korea to the United States and Japan as a twice 
colony. 
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The “South Korea-Japan talks” are aimed at ham- 
pering the peaceful unification of Korea and realiz- 
ing the overseas expansion of the militarist forces 
of Japan, and, as such, the talks contravene the 
fundamental interests of both the Korean and Ja- 
panese peoples. 


The Government of the Democratic People’s Repub- 
lic of Korea and the Korean people resolutely oppose 
such schemings of the South Korean puppet regime 
and the Japanese government at the instigation of 
the U.S. imperialists. 


As for the outstanding questions under discussion 
at the “South Korea-Japan talks,” no matter what 
agreements the South Korean authorities and the Ja- 
panese government may reach, they are _ totally 
null and void. A puppet regime set up with the 
bayonet of U.S. imperialism, the Pak Jung Hi regime 
of South Korea can never represent the Korean peo- 
ple. 


Questions which arose through history in the re- 
lations between Korea and Japan should be settled on 
a fair and reasonable basis after a unified govern- 
ment of the Korean people representing their will is 
established. 


An extensive struggle against the “South Korea- 
Japan talks” is now being waged among the indig- 
nant people of North and South Korea. Especially, 
powerful anti-Japanese, anti-government demonstra- 
tions of South Korean students and youths have 
again been launched. 


A struggle against the “South Korea-Japan talks” 
is being waged extensively among the Japanese peo- 
ple, too. 


The Korean people express full support to and soli- 
darity with the Japanese people in this just struggle. 


The criminal “South Korea-Japan talks” must be 
smashed and the relations between Korea and Japan 
be normalised strictly in keeping with the interests 
of the two peoples and on the basis of peace and fra- 
ternity. 

QUESTION: What is the economic situation in 
your country and what concrete plans do you propose 
for the development of trade between your country 
and Japan? 


ANSWER: The national economy of our country is 
on a steady rise and development thanks to the 
superiority of the socialist system and the industrious 
labour of our people. 


The industrial and agriculiural production has 
markedly increased and an over-all technical revolu- 
tion and large-scale construction are now being un- 
dertaken in all domains of the national economy. 


We have already laid a firm foundation of self- 
reliant national economy. This has enabled us to ex- 
pand trade relations with other countries in a big 
way. 

Today the trade relations of our country with 
many foreign countries are continuously expanding 
and developing. 

As for trade reiations with Japan, they depend 
solely on the attitude of the Japanese government. 

Trade between the two countries can be developed 
if the Japanese government authorities do not create 
artificial obstacles to the development of trade rela- 
tions between Korea and Japan and give up their 
unfriendly attitude. 

QUESTION: What do you expect or hope from Ja- 
pan under the present situation in Asia? 

ANSWER: We hope Japan will free herself from 
bondage of U.S. imperialism and develop, as a 
genuine peace-loving country, good-neighbour  re- 


lations with other countries in Asia. 

QUESTION: What are the necessary conditions in 
your opinion for the improvement of political and 
economic relations between your country and Japan? 


ANSWER: The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea has all along made efforts to 
establish normal relations with Japan, a neighbour, 
and to develop good-neighbour relations with her. 

However, the Japanese government has_ been 
pursuing a hostile policy toward the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea. 

In order io improve relations between our two 
countries it is necessary, first of all, for the Japanese 
government to correct such policy. 


At the present stage, the Japanese government must 
stop immediately the “South Korea-Japan talks” it 
is illegally holding with the South Korean authori- 
ties and abrogate the initialled agreements.

In the past ten odd years after they 
started the aggressive war in South Viet- 
nam, the U.S. imperialist aggressors have 
turned the whole of South Vietnam into 
a military prison and employed all types 
of weapons and means of warfare, includ- 
ing even napalm bombs and noxious che- 
micals, against the South Vietnamese peo- 
ple. 
~ Unable to endure any longer the barbar- 
ous suppression and massacre by U.S. im- 
perialism and its lackeys, the South Viet- 
namese people resolutely rose up with 
arms in their hands in the nation-wide 
resistance for South Vietnam’s liberation, 
independence, democracy, peace and neut- 
rality. 

The U.S. imperialist aggressors have fail- 
ed to bring to their knees the people who 
have come out in the just struggle for 
freedom and liberation. 


The longer the South Vietnamese people 
fight, the stronger they become and the 
greater their victory. 

The South Vietnam Liberation Army and 
the people’s armed forces have already 
liberated vast areas of South Vietnam. In 
face of the heroic resistance of the South 
Vietnamese people the U.S. imperialists 
and their stooges have sustained one defeat 
after another and been all the more weaken- 
ed, and the puppet ruling machinery 
of South Vietnam has been thrown into 
hopeless confusion. 

In an attempt to wriggle out of such 
morass, the U.S. imperialists are intensify- 
ing the criminal war of aggression in South 
Vietnam and desperately trying to extend 
the flames of war to the Vietnam Demo- 
cratic Republic, then to Indochina and the 
whole of Southeast Asia.

In connection with the intrigues of the U.S. 
and Japanese imperialists. becoming more naked 
to bring the criminal “South Korea-Japan talks” 
to a conclusion, and to set up the “northeast 
Asia military alliance,” the Korean Committee 
for Afro-Asian Solidarity makes this appeal to 
you. It is our firm belief that these schemes 
must be crushed and peace and security in Asia 
be maintained and consolidated. 

Today the U.S. imperialists are working like 
mad to bring “the South Korea-Japan talks’’ to 
an early conclusion so as to shore up their tot- 
tering aggressive system in the Far East and 
Asia. 

Under the instruction of U.S. imperialism the 
Sato government of Japan and the South Ko- 
rean puppets have drawn up drafts of various 
aggressive and traitorous treaties. They have 
even worked out a schedule: “agreement in 
March, signing in April, and ratification in 
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May.” Everything is geared for the final con- 
clusion of “the South Korea-Japan talks” this 
spring. 

Following their schemes, on February 20 the 
Sato government of Japan initialled “the treaty 
on basic relations between South Korea and Ja- 
pan” with the puppet Pak Jung Hi regime, a 
product of American bayonets that keeps brea- 
thing with the help of U.S. gun. 

All this has been done to put in writing that 
the Japanese imperialists have been given a 
‘Jegal” guarantee for their open intruding into 
and invading of South Korea. 


No sooner had “the treaty on the basic rela- 
tions between South Korea and Japan” been 
initialled than the Japanese ruling circles and 
monopoly capitalists who had been frequenting 
South Korea quietly are fiocking in there for 
new markets, sending out shouts of joy. 

Today’s events are little different from those 


Let Us Smash the Criminal “South Korea-Japan Talks” 


in 1905, when the Japanese imperialists under 
the patronage of U.S. imperialism imposed the 
“EKulsa protectorate treaty’ on Korea and “legal- 
ized” their colonial rule over her. 

Now South Korea faces the danger of turn- 
ing again into a colony of Japanese imperialism, 
and the people are about to be chained twice 
to colonial slavery of the U.S. imperialists and 
the Japanese imperialists. 

The entire Korean people who groaned under 
the Japanese colonialist rule for nearly half a 
century, are waging a resolute struggle against 
the U.S.-backed Japanese imperialists who have 
started to re-invade South Korea. 

It is none other than U.S. imperialism that 
inspired the Japanese militarists to demand 
oversea colonies and re-invade in earnest South 
Korea calling it their “life line.” 

In their January Washington talks U.S. Presi- 
dent Johnson told Japanese Prime Minister Sato 


that the U.S. would recognize the Japanese 
“position” in Asia. 
Washington was. given the Japanese pledge 


that Japan would follow the lead of the USS. 
and become a “shock-brigade” to execute U.S. 
policy of aggression. In return Japan was given 
U.S. consent to the Japanese re-invasion of South 
Korea and to its becoming the leader of the 
aggressive “northeast Asia military alliance” to 
be set up with Japan, South Korea, Taiwan, 
South Vietnam, and the Philippines. 

Thus, talking about the “benefit” of their past 
colonial rule over Korea, “Japan-ROK federation” 
and the “Japan-ROK community,” the Japanese 
militarists have gone the length of openly rant- 
ing that they should “swallow up South Korea in 
a lump in a manner befitting an elder brother.” 

As was revealed some time ago, the Japanese 
Defence Agency has drawn up the “operation 
three arrows” designed to unleash the second Ko- 
rean war and is even training Japanese defence 
forces for the Korean front. All this glaringly te- 
stifies to the aggressive nature of Japanese mili- 
tarism. 


Particularly, the Japanese militarists call them- 
selves “glorious Japanese imperialism” that oc- 
cupied Taiwan, annexed Korea, invaded Man- 
churia, and committed bloody aggression on Asia. 
This is to justify their past crimes. It evokes our 


anger and makes us sharpen vigilance. 
Historical facts clearly. show how the -aggres- 

sive schemes of the Japanese militarists against 

Korea would develop and where they would lead 


to. 

It is self-evident that if South Korea become 
a twice colony of the U.S. and Japanese impe- 
rialists the split of | Korea would become 
worse, new obstacles would be laid in the path 
of Korea’s unification, and further the Japanese 
militarists would embark upon the road to their 
aggression on the Far East and Asia with greater 
blessing of U.S. imperialism. 

All these explain how madly U.S. imperialism 
is working to set up the “northeast Asia military 
alliance’ with revived Japan as its core by 
rounding up its puppets of South Korea, Taiwan, 
South Vietnam, the Philippines, and others in 
Asia in order to reinforce its strategic system in 
Asia. 

The initialling of the “treaty on basic relations” 
between Seoul and Tokyo is a link of the long- 
planned U.S. scheme for setting up the aggressive 
“northeast Asia military alliance’, and, at the 
same time, a testimony to its completion nearing 
the end. 

Having dispatched the South Korean youths 
to the aggressive war against the South Vietna- 
mese people, U.S. imperialism is pushing ahead 
with its most vicious, criminal machinations to 
fish in troubled waters by making Asians fight 
Asians. 

It is clear that, if the “relations” between 
South Korea and Japan be established and the 
“northeast Asia military alliance’ be organized 
to carry out in real earnest the aggressive policy 
of U.S. imperialism, conflicts among the Asians 
will become more evident. 


All these facts once again show clearly that 
U.S. imperialism is the number one common 
enemy of the people of Asia and the world and it 
is the ringleader of aggression and war. 

Today all developments more urgently call 
upon the entire people of Asia to wage the com- 
mon struggle for frustrating the aggressive sche- 
mes of the Japanese militarists who are running 
amuck to realize again their old dream of ag- 
gression on and control of Asia following the 
war policy of U.S. imperialism with the latter’s 
backing. 

The Japanese people are waging an extensive 
struggle against the “South Korea-Japan talks’ 
and to put an end to the U.S. policy for convert- 
ing Japan into a nuclear base and for militariz- 
ing their country. The voice of the people of 
Asia, Africa and the world are getting louder 
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day by day against the aggressive policy of the 
U.S. imperialists and the expansion policy of the 
Japanese militarists. 

The just. struggle of the peoples of Asia, Africa, 
and Latin America against imperialism and co- 
lonialism headed by Washington and for attain- 
ing their national independence and peace will 
be crowned with a final victory without fail.

By affixing signature to this country-selling 
document at the beck and call of U.S. imperia- 
lism, Pak Jung Hi and his company have, in fact, 
ceded the country and the interests of the nation 
to the Japanese imperialists and provided them 
with a legal ground for re-invading South Ko- 
rea. 


With the initialling of this “treaty,” the Ja- 
panese monopoly capitalists sending out cries of 
joy are working to get more markets, rich re- 
sources and cheap labour power of South Korea. 
They are vying with each other in dispatching 
various agents for aggression. 
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As is shown in the “operation three arrows,” 
the top secret document of the Japanese Defence 
Agency, the Japanese militarists have drawn up 
a detailed plan for sending Japanese troops to 
South Korea. It is their plan to integrate the air 
force and army of South Korea with those of 
Japan under Japanese command in case of emer- 
gency. 


Such is the situation today. Then how would 
things be when the “treaty” is ratified and the 
“relations are normalized” between Japan and 
South Korea? 

South Korea will, be again converted into a 
colony of Japanese imperialism, and the Soutn 
Korean people shall be chained to the fate of 
two-fold colonial slavery.

From the first days of their occupation of Ko- 
rea, the wicked Japanese imperialists took away 
everything, including farm land, from our peo- 
ple, besides rich natural resources, and exploited, 
suppressed, and murdered our workers in most 
brutal ways.

The so-called basic relations treaty is a trai- 
torous document of the Pak Jung Hi clique to 
open the door for the Japanese militarists to re- 
invade South Korea and an aggressive document 


to “legalize’ Japanese re-invasion of South 
Korea. 
In the wake of cooking up this shameful, 


fraudulent document the Pak Jung Hi clique set 
up bargaining counters one after another, such 
as, “agricultural ministers’ talks,’ and “trade 
talks.’ They are working like mad to sell off 
the Korean people’s property claim on Japan 
and the fishing grounds of South Korea to the 
Japanese militarists, to infringe upon the de- 
mocratic rights of the Korean nationals in Japan, 
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and to hand over to Japan Dokdo Island, an 
integral part of Korea. 


Now the Japanese invaders have started in real 
earnest to re-invade and plunder South Korea 
with the Pak Jung Hi clique, their well-trained 
running dogs, as their guides. 

They are bent on pillaging not only the fish- 
ing grounds of South Korea but also the abun- 
dant underground resources. They are getting 
hot to exploit the cheap labour power, and buy 
up agricultural produce and marine products .at 
a low price. 


To bleed South Korea’s countryside. white in 
a systematic way, the Japanese militarists. even 
set up “ROK-Japan society for agricultural and 
forestry techniques.” They are openly. scheming 
not only economic pillage but also political do- 
mination and military invasion. 

Such being the situation, it is as bright as 
daylight how things will be if the “South Korea- 
Japan talks’ are concluded and the Japanese 
imperialists’ re-invasion of South Korea takes 
place. A new obstacle will be laid in the path 
of the country’s unification which the entire 
Korean people wish so ardently, and miserable 
slavery be imposed upon the entire South Korean 
people, to say nothing of the peasants, under 
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the yoke of the twice colony of U.S. and Japan- 
ese imperialism. 

We peasants cannot forget the bitter past 
days when they suffered so much under Japanese 
colonial rule. 

How savagely they oppressed and exploited 
our peasants in the past! They drove millions of 
our rural youths to the most dangerous and ar- 
duous work — construction of military bases, 
civil engineering works, mines, etc. Then they 
even committed the barbarous acts of massacring 
them en masse pleading “military secret.”

“second Li Wan Yong” have the cheek to des- 
cribe their scheme for inviting the vicious Ja- 
panese militarists as some sort of plan to solve 
the “question of people’s hard life’ and_ to 
“modernize” South Korea’s economy. 

Would it be possible for the Pak Jung Hi cli- 
que to solve the “question of hard life” of the 
peasants as well as that of the entire people in 
South Korea by inviting the Japanese militarists 
who had oppressed, slaughtered, and looted the 
Korean people for nearly 40 years? 

Are they sure that South Korea would be 
“modernized” if the treacherous Japanese mono- 
poly capital which knows nothing but aggression 
and exploitation is brought into South Korea? 

No! Never! All this is nothing but an intrigue 
of the Pak Jung Hi clique to prop up their tot- 
tering traitorous “regime’’ and cover up the 
vicious plot to maintain their power and enjoy 
their personal glory and luxury by selling the 
country and nation to Japanese imperialism.

Some time ago the Japanese militarists and 
the traitorous Pak Jung Hi clique, who are 
making haste to bring the “South Korea-Japan 
talks’ to an early conclusion under the open 
manipulation of U.S. imperialism, committed an- 
other crime in Seoul by initialling the “ROK- 
Japan treaty on basic relations.” 

The so-called basic treaty is a shameful docu- 
ment designed to legalize Japanese scheme for 
re-invasion of South Korea and a fraudulent 
document drawn up by the master and his ser- 
vant. 

Following the initialling of the document, they 
are working like mad to put a final period 
to the “South Korea-Japan talks’ by May. To 
this end, they are putting out one bargaining 
counter after another — “agricultural ministers 
talks,” “trade negotiation,” etc., etc. Then they 
are to put their signatures to all the “agree- 
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ments.” 

Now aggressors and traitors shuttle between 
Seoul and Tokyo and Washington for no good 
purposes, and consultations and talks between 
the master and his lackeys are much more fre- 
quent. Thus the schemes of Japanese imperialism 
to re-invade South Korea and the _ country- 
selling acts of Pak Jung Hi and his company, 
both instigated by U.S. imperialism, are reach- 
ing the climax. 

Heroic South Korean youths and students who 
fought courageous fights for the glory and hon- 
our of the country and the nation in April 19 
and June 3 uprisings! Have another look at what 
is going on! 

Things are little different from sixty years ago 
when the yoke of colonial slavery was imposed 
upon our nation by Japanese imperialism and our 
people became a ruined people. 

The Japanese militarists, an old hand at these 
things, worked out the aggressive document, a 
replica of the ‘1905 Protectorate Treaty.’ Then 
they are busy behind the curtain of the “South 
Korea-Japan talks” laying foundations for re- 
invasion of South Korea in all domains, political, 
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economic, military, cultural. 

Now the Japanese militarists, who have taken 
the path of re-invading South Korea in real 
earnest, are now all out for aggression and plun- 
der sending forth shouts of joy. 

In order to pillage the rich mineral resources 
in South Korea and cruelly exploit labour power, 
the Japanese aggressors are sending “inspection 
teams”’ and “missions” to look over various fields. 

They are set to'take away the last fish and 
the last head of cattle and pig from the South 
Korean fishing grounds and devastated country- 
side. 

In an attempt to realize their old dream oi 
“Greater East Asia Co-prosperity Sphere” the 
Japanese militarists have drawn up the notorious 
“operation three arrows” and are now openly 
plotting to carry out their military aggression on 
South Korea by dispatching their “self-defence 
forces” there. 

As is seen, the monstrous claws of re-invasion 
of the Japanese militarists, the sworn enemy of 
the Korean people, are getting tighter over South 
Korea, and the situation is very critical. Yet, the 
Pak Jung Hi clique, kowtowing to the Japanese 
militarists, have stepped up their ruthless sup- 
pression of the people on one hand, while, on the 
other, using every conceivable trick to invite 
their masters — Japanese imperialists — into 


south Korea. 

The traitors are trying to paint the “Seoul- 
Tokyo treaty on basic relations” something that 
has come from the “good will” of Japanese mili- 
tarism and being in harmony with “common 
interests.” 


This is nothing but a cunning, deceptive trick 
to quench the just struggle of the people for the 
country’s independence and for prosperity for 
generations to come, and to cover up their traitorous 
schemes. 

Is it really for “common welfare’ to sell off 
the Korean people’s “property claim on Japan,” 
due rights of the Korean people, and the fishing 
grounds of South Korea, the life line of million 
of the fishermen there, for a few dollar bills? 
And to hand over Dokdo Island, an integral part 
of our territory, to Japan? 

History has witnessed that all “treaties” or 
“agreements”? concluded between aggressors and 
traitors are nothing but what extortion and sub- 
mission bring about. Yet, the Pak Jung Hi clique 
have the audacity to state that “without econo- 
mic aid and protection of Japan it is impossible 


for the Republic of Korea to think of economic 
development.” 


How Pak Jung Hi’s words are similar to those 
of Li Wan Yong, the traitor to the nation. “With- 
out aid and protection of Japan,” said Li Wan 
Yong sixty years ago, “the country cannot 
flourish and develop.” 


This traitorous act of the Pak Jung Hi clique 
is an unspeakable infamy violating the noble 
spirit of the heroic “March 24” and “June 3” 
struggles. Then the land heard shouts of “We 
desperately oppose the South Korea-Japan talks!”

The Afro-Asian Economic Seminar was 
held from February 22 to 28 in Algiers, ca- 
pital of Algeria.

The Seminar adopted a declaration and 
four resolutions on strengthening solidarity 
among the Asian and African peoples in the 
struggle for complete political and economic 
independence, against imperialism and colo- 
nialism, old and new, headed by U.S. imperi- 
alism. 


The whole course of the seven-day 
Seminar and its declaration and resolutions 
showed the burning revolutionary fighting 
spirit of the peoples of the two continents 
to fight to the end against imperialism and 
colonialism, old and new, and to build in- 
dependent, prospering countries, and de- 
monstrated once again their unity and mi- 
Jitant solidarity in the struggle for the com- 
mon cause. 


At the Seminar our delegation, from the 
real experience of our people, stressed that 
the people must fight to the end against im- 
perialism, U.S. imperialism in particular, if 
they are to defend national independence, 
and build an independent national economy 
relying on the principle of self-reliance. Our 
delegation contributed to making the 
Seminar successful. 


The Seminar actively encouraged the just 
struggle of the Asian and African peoples 
for realizing the common cause and made a 
ereat contribution to strengthening the anti- 
imperialist, national-liberation forces. 


We wholeheartedly rejoice over the great 
successes the Seminar scored, and support 
its resolutions. 


As the declaration and resolutions clearly 
pointed out, the Seminar stressed that im- 
perialism and colonialism are the common 
enemy of the Asian and African peoples and 
no nation can consolidate its independen- 
ce, nor can it achieve liberation and. inde- 
pendence unless it fights against them. 

However, the imperialists and colonialists, 


despite the heavy blows they sustained at 


the hands of the peoples, are intensifying 
colonial domination and slavery in all parts 
of Asia and Africa. Moreover, they are at- 
tempting to chain the peoples of the newly- 
independent countries to new colonialism. 

While staging openly aggression, the 
U.S. imperialists with “aid” are more crafiti- 
ly scheming to penetrate into the countries 
in these areas and grasp all the economic 
life line so.as to plunder the wealth and 
erase political independence of these coun- 
tries. Such being the situation, it is clear 
that the peoples of these continents cannot 
consolidate independence they have won or 
realize an independent development of the 
countries or free themselves from the yoke 
of imperialism unless they fight in unity 
against imperialism, U.S. imperialism in 
particular. 


Therefore, many delegations at the Semi- 
nar in unison condemned imperialism and 
colonialism headed by U.S. imperialism as 
the evil enemy of the Asian and African peo- 
ples and as the “blood sucker” that lives on 
the people’s blood. They appealed to the 
people to fight relentlessly against the ene- 


my. 

The head of the delegation of Algeria in 
his speech pointed out that “independence 
and liberation will always be endangered 
and threatened so long as the colonial rule 
is not eliminated and imperialism is not 
crushed.” 

Delegations of Cuba, Indonesia, Vietnam, 
and many other delegations also stressed 
the need of resolute struggle against impe- 
rialism. 


In the struggle against the common ene- 
my it is important for the Asian and African 
peoples to unite more firmly and express 
active support to and militant solidarity 
with the fighting peoples of various coun- 
tries. 

The declaration and resolutions pointed 
out that the struggle of the Asian, African 
and Latin American peoples for national 
liberation is ‘‘a severe blow to the imperi- 
alists headed by the U.S. and a decisive 
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contribution to the cause of world peace and 
progress of mankind.” They reflect the con- 
crete programme of action to render active 
spe hon and assistance to the peoples’ strug- 
cle. 

The declaration reads:“For the intensifica- 
tion of the struggle of peoples fighting for 
national independence: supply the liberation 
movements with aid, in arms, equipment, 
finances, and formation of military cadres.” 

The Seminar expressed active support to 
anti-imperialist, mational-liberation move- 
ment of the peoples of Vietnam, Cuba, 
Congo(L), Angola and other countries in 
Asia, Africa, and Latin America. This is an 
expression of the firm will of the united 
Asian and African peoples to check and 
irustrate the policy of war and aggression 
of imperialism. 

In particular, the Seminar fully supported 
the Korean people in the just struggle a- 
gainst the criminal “South Korea-Japan 
talks,” which aim at keeping Korea divided 
and setting up the aggressive “Northeast 
Asia military alliance,” for the withdrawal oi 
the U.S. troops from South Korea, and for 
the country’s unification. 

Such support and encouragement of the 
peoples of Asia and Africa has been constant 
inspiration to the Korean people. 

The Seminar reaffirmed that the people 
who have already won independence cannot 
enjoy genuine independence, unless they 
shake off the economic yoke of imperialism. 
The U.S. imperialists and colonialists, old 
and new, are working desperately to step up 
their economic invasion and strengthen their 
domination on a number of countries in 
Asia and Africa. Under such circumstances, 
it would be impossible for the people to con- 
solidate independence and shake off econo- 
mic backwardness and poverty unless they 
block imperialist aggression and attain eco- 
nomic independence. 

Many delegations at the Seminar, pointing 
out that the independent national economy 
is a correct line to build sovereign, prosper- 
ing countries, unanimously stressed that 
most important in achieving the country’s 
economic independence is to rely on natural 
resources and efforts of their own. 

We wholly agree with the resolution of the 
sub-committee for economic emancipation 
of the Asian and African peoples, which 
reads: ‘First of all, the Afro-Asian countries 
must rely on their own efforts and national 
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wealth in building an independent national 
economy. 

“They must rely on their own people’s 
revolutionary enthusiasm.” 

That the principle of self-reliance is the 
most correct one in building an independent 
national economy has been fully expounded 
in the “Pyongyang Declaration” at the Se- 
cond Asian Economic Seminar held in 
Pyongyang last June. This principle reflects 
the revolutionary fighting will of the peoples 
who want to build powerful, independent 
countries relying on their efforts and 
strength. 

The Asian and African peoples are capable 
of carrying out the historical task of building 
an independent national economy by them- 
selves if they mobilize correctly their inexha- 
ustible material and manpower resources. 

In the struggle against U.S. imperialism 
and for prosperity and growth of the coun- 
tries, it is important for the Asian and Afri- 
can countries to strengthen their co-opera- 
tion and unity. 

The resolution of the sub-committee on de- 
veloping the economic relations between the 
Asian and African ‘countries emphasises: 
“Economic co-operation among the Asian 
and African countries is indispensable for the 
solidarity and militant unity of the peoples 
of these areas in the fight against imperi- 
alism and colonialism, old and new.” 

This reflects the desire of the peoples in 
these areas to strengthen co-operation and 
solidarity in the struggle against impert- 
alism and colonialism and for national in- 
dependence and freedom. 

The Afro-Asian Economic Seminar made 
a positive contribution to further deepening 
understanding among the peoples in these 
areas and further strengthening co-operation 
and unity in the struggle against imperi- 
alism and colonialism and for complete 
political and economic independence. This 
will go a long way toward making the com- 
ing Second Afro-Asian Conference to be 
held in Algiers a successful one. 

The Korean people who always value 
unity and co-operation of the peoples of 
Asia, Africa, and Latin America in the 
common struggle against imperialism wil] 
actively support and encourage the just 
struggle of the peoples of these areas and 
strive with them to carry out the declara- 
tion and resolutions that the Seminar a- 
dopted.. 


STATEMENT OF SPOKESMAN OF THE 
FOREIGN MINISTRY OF THE D.P.R.K. 


On February 26, 1965, a spokesman of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of the 


Democratic People’s Republic 


of Korea issued 


a statement. It denounced the 


manoeuvres of the U.S. imperialists who are stating that the old U.N. “decisions’’ 
are still “in force,” in their attempt to legalize their aggression, as they lost a pre- 
text to cover their aggressive acts against Korea in the light of the fact that the 
19th Session of the U.N. General Assembly went into a long recess without discus- 


sing the “Korean question.” 


Following is the full text of the statement: 


The 19th Session of the U.N. General As- 
sembly went into a long recess without de- 
bating the “Korean question” which had 
been dealt with as an annual event. The 
United States is very much worried that it 
might be left without a shield to cover its 
aggressive acts in Korea. 

As soon as the 19th U.N. General Assemb- 
ly adjourned, the U.S. State Department 
hurriedly issued a statement on February 
19 maintaining that although the “Korean 
question” was not discussed at the 19th U.N. 
General Assembly, the “U.N. resolutions on 
Korea” still “hold good” and that “there 
will be no change in the status of the U.N. 
Commission for the Unification and Reha- 
bilitation of Korea and the U.N. Command.” 

This is indeed a case of a thief crying 
“thief” as a Korean saying has it. 

The so-called U.N. forces and the U.N. 
Commission for the Unification and Re- 
habilitation of Korea were formed in gross 
violation of the U.N. Charter itself for justi- 
fying the aggressive actions of the United 
States against Korea and, as such, they were 
unlawful from the outset. 

Today the U.N. finds itself in a grave crisis 
due to the evil effects of the numerous 
illegal actions it took as a tool of aggres- 
sion of the imperialists in contravention of 
its Charter. 

Under such circumstances, it has become 
ever more difficult for U.S. imperialism to 
use the U.N. for its aggressive ends. Nor the 
unlawful “resolution” on the “U.N. for- 
ces” and the “U.N. Commission for the Uni- 


fication and Rehabilitation of Korea” 
could have been reaffirmed. 

Faced with such situation, the U.S. State 
Department is acting presumptuously as if 
it were given full authority by the United 
Nations contending that U.N. “resolutions” 


still “hold good” and the like. 


Such behaviours of the U.S. State Depart- 
ment further expose before the public that 
the U.N. is a tool of the U.S. imperialists 
and an instrument for executing their ag- 
gressive policy. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea has always held 
that if the U.N. really intends to act in 
keeping with its Charter, it should nullify 
all the unlawful “resolutions” on Korea 
which have been forced upon it by USS. 
imperialism and take measures for the 
withdrawal of the U.S. imperialist aggres- 
Sive army that occupies South Korea in the 
name of the “U.N. Forces” and for the 
dissolution of the “U.N. Commission for 
the Unification and Rehabilitation of Ko- 
rea.” 


There is no ground whatsoever for the 
“U.N. Forces” and the “U.N. Commission 
for the Unification and Rehabilitation of 
Korea” to remain in South Korea. 


Once again we strongly demand that the 
U.S. imperialist aggressive army that oc- 
cupies South Korea should pull out im- 
mediately and the “U.N. Commission for 
the Unification and Rehabilitation of Ko- 
rea’ leave at once.
